ANOTHER ACT draws to a 
close. 

This one ends on a sad 
note, as Geoff Mann, the 
singer who grew from a 
"fumbling novice" (my 
words) to a charismatic giant 
at the mike-stand in the 
space of twelve months, 
departs with his integrity 
intact and his reputation held 
in revered respect. 

His and his band's 
popularity can be measured 
by the fact that the two 
Darting-shot shows at the 
Marquee were substantially 
over-subscribed. A fond 
farewell made more poignant 
by a two-and-a-half hour set 
of triumphantly titanic music, 
at least fifty minutes of which 
will fortunately surface on a 
live album in the new year. 

But which fifty minutes? 
What a choice! Rarely has an 
'unrecognised' band shown 
such depth of dynamics, 
such bold breadth of 
atmosphere, such variety in 
musical voicings. 

There were biting rockers, 
Deep In The Heartland' or 
'East Of Eden'. There were 
sad instrumentals, 'The Poet 
Sniffs A Flower' and 'The 
End Of The Endless Majority', 
a simple but soothingly 
subtle acoustic guitar/electric 
blues workout by Clive 
Mitten and Andy Revel!, 

Then, into the sphere of 
Mann's unique theatrics, 'We 
Are Sane' and 'Creep Show' 
are chillingly stark mini-epics 
concerned with the erosion 
of personal sanctity. And on 
the grandest scale, clocking 
in around twenty minutes 
each, 'Sequences' and 'The 
Collector' are mammoth 
compositions rich in 
substance. 

Geoff's contribution should 
not be underestimated. His 
approach to the 'frontman' 
task was, like his voice, 
highly individual; the odd hat 
with the arrow-cum-question 
mark and harlequin party 
mask in 'Collector', the big 
mirror for the crowd to 
examine themselves during 
'Creep Show', the politician's 
speech intro to 'We Are 
Sane'. Always his healthy 


imagination exercising. A 
Mann of convictions too, 
whose humane lyrics may 
sadly now never reach the 
wide audience they cry out 
for, due to his reluctance as a 
Christian to be idolised. 
(Amen - Ed) 

Still, the saga of Twelfth 
Night is by no means over. 
Left are four more strong 
stage characters in Mitten, 
Revel!, Brian Devoil and Rick 


Battersby, who together are 
making more exciting, 
modern music than any of 
their prog-rock 
contemporaries. 

RIP (Retire In Peace) Geoff. 
But let's hope a fittingly 
talented replacement is 
found soon to ensure the 
wider recognition so 
desperately deserved by 
Twelfth Night's players.
